Tke  propket  Isaiak  Ln  tkis  won  derkJ  text  expounds  tke  glory, 
majesty,  and  awesomeness  of  "tke  King  witk  four  names. "  He 
unfolds  in  tke  loftiest  and  most  suklime  language  tke  goodness  of 
our  God  and  tke  greatest  gift  of  all.  He  tells  us  akout  J  esus.  Let 
me  walk  us  tkrougk  a  simple  and  skort  Bible  study,  and  tken  put 
kef  ore  all  wko  love  Soutkeastem  an  appropriate  ckallenge. 

"For  unto  us  A  Ckdd  is  kom"  speaks  of  our  Lord  s  kumanity 
and  points  to  a  kiuiikle  stakle  in  Betklekem.  Tke  King  witk 
four  names  was  not  korn  like  most  persons  of  nokility.  Very  few 
took  notice  of  tkat  glad  nigkt  wken  kumanity  was  wed  to  deity 
and  "tke  Word  kecame  Flesk"  (Jolin  1:14). 

"LTnto  us  a  Son  is  given"  looks  to  our  Savior's  deity.  On  tkat 
first  Ckristmas  nigkt,  God  kecame  man  as  tke  k  eavenly  Fatker 
sent  His  one  and  ordy  Son.  In  tke  sending  of  His  Son,  God 
was  giving  His  kest,  tke  apple  of  His  eye,  and  tke  love  of  His 
keart.  Wky  did  God  send  His  Son?  Tke  most  famdiar  verse  in 
tke  Bikle  gives  tke  answer:   "For  God  so  loved  tke  world  tkat 
He  gave  His  only  kegotten  Son,  tkat  wkosoever  kelieves  in  Him 
skould  not  peris  k  kut  k  ave  ever  lasting  life"  (Jokn  3:16).  Out  of 


perfect,  matckless,  unfatkoniakle  love  for  sinful  kumanit)',  a 
Son  is  given.  He  was  given  not  to  live  kut  to  die  and  to  die  on  a 
cross  tkat  we  migkt  kave  life  eternal. 

"And  tke  government  will  ke  upon  His  skoulders"  teackes  us 
tkat  tkis  King  will  ke  tke  greatest  King,  a  King  of  kings  and  a 
Lord  of  lords.  All  government  will  rest  in  His  kands  and  under 
His  control.  Here  Isaiak  caugkt  a  glimpse  of  tke  Second 
Coming  of  tke  Lord  Jesus  wken  tke  kingdoms  of  tkis  world  skall 
kecome  tke  kingdoms  of  our  Lord  and  God  s  Clirist. 

But  wkat  akout  tkese  four  names?  Tkey  are  strd?ing, 
majestic.  Could  anyone  really  frdfill  and  live  up  to  suck 
incredikle  praise?  Could  any  person  ackieve  suck  preeminence? 
Yes,  kut  tliere  is  only  one.  It  is  not  Alexander  or  Caesar.  It  is 
not  Constantine  or  Ckarlemagne.  It  is  not  a  Napoleon  or  any 
otker  eartkly  potentate.  It  is  tke  one  wko  was  korn  from  akove. 
It  is  tke  King  witk  four  names.  It  is  King  Jesus. 

"Wonderful  Counselor"  could  ke  trans  lated  "a  wonder  of  a 
Counselor.  '  No  one  possesses  insigkt  and  wisdom  ld?e  tkis  king 
does.  Every  decision  is  perfect,  every  judgment  witkout  flaw. 

"Migkty  God"  means  "kero-God.  '  He  is  God  and  He  will  win 
tke  day.  Tkere  really  is  only  one  kero  in  tke  Bikle,  and  His 
name  is  Jesus. 

"Everlasting  Fatker '  is  anotker  afkmiation  of  tke  Son's  deity: 
He  kas  keen,  is,  and  always  will  ke.  He  is  gracious  and  fatker-like 
in  His  care  and  concern  for  tkose  wko  kelong  to  Him.  He  guards 
and  guides.  He  protects  and  provides.  We  can  run  to  Him  at  any 
time  and  knd  one  wko  love  us  like  a  fatker. 

"Prince  of  Peace  "  informs  us  tkat  tkis  king  is  tke  supreme 
peace-giver.  He  provides  peace  witk  God  (Rom.  5:1)  and  a 
personal  peace  wkick  surpasses  all  understanding  and  will  guard 
our  kearts  (Pkil.  4:7).  He  will  put  an  en  d  to  all  wars  and 
con  flicts  wken  He  estakliskes  His  kingdom  (Isa.  2:4-5).  Tke 
king  witk  four  names  is  notking  less  tkan  tke  Immanuel  ("God 
witk  us  ")  of  Isaiak  7:14.  He  is  tke  virgin  korn  Son  of  God. 

God  gave  tke  greatest  gift  of  all  wken  He  gave  His  Son. 
Wkat  skould  k  e  oiu-  response?  1  lere  at  Soutkeastem  we  want  to 
give  kack  all  tkat  we  can  to  tkis  wonderful  King  witk  four 
names.  Wewdl  strive  to  raise  up  a  stud  ent  kody  tkat  wdl  go  any 
place  and  pay  any  price  for  King  Jesus.  Tkese  students  will  ke 
cliallenged  to  give  Him  tkeir  keart  and  soid,  tkeir  mind  and 
affections.  As  a  seminary  family,  we  will  pursue  a  vision  to  know 
tkis  King,  love  tkis  Kriig,  konor  tkis  King,  worskip  tkis  King, 
and  seive  tkis  King,        will  take  His  gospel  to  tke  ends  of  tke 
eartk  and,  if  called  upon,  lay  down  our  life  for  tkis  King.  More 
tkan  30  of  our  2+2  students  are  ready  to  do  tliis  in  2005. 
More  tkan  50  are  preparing  lo  do  so  in  2000.  Wkat  incredd^le 
students  God  kas  given  us.  Onl  y  suck  a  King  could  inspire  suck 
devotion.  Only  suck  a  King  is  woiiky  of  suck  devotion.  May  it 
ke  tkat  tkis  King  knds  tkis  kind  of  devotion  in  your  keart 
during  tkis  wonderfid  Ckristmas  season.

Altliougk  tke  sckool  is  in  good  financial 
condition,  a  fund  suck  as  tkis  wkick  raises 
unrestricted  endowment  is  essential,  Al;;in 
said.  Given  tke  rising  costs  of  education,  if 
Soutkeastern  is  to  remain  financially  kealtky 
and  continue  to  ke  a  keacon  for  tke  Gospel 
in  years  to  come  for  tke  entire  Fast  Coast, 
tken  donors  must  step  forward. 

"In  tke  future,  tkere  s  no  question  tkat 
sckools  witkout  kealtky  endowments  are 
going  to  struggle  to  surwive,  '  Al?in  said. 
"Tkey  re  likelv  to  price  tliemselves  out  of 
existence  kecause  it  will  ke  necessary  just  to 
pay  tke  ligkt  kill.  Fducation  costs  are 
skyrocketing  across  tke  koard.  Mv  goal  is  not 
just  to  kui  Id  tke  f  inancial  stakilitv  of  tkis 
sckool  for  today  kut  for  tomorrow. 

Tke  fund.  Akin  said,  will  sei-ve  as  a  key 
complement  to  ike  previously  estaklisked 
"bckolarskip  on  Fire!    campaign,  wkick  will 
continue  to  provide  for  Soutkeastern  s  future 
capital  needs  like  kuilding  j^rojects.  But  can  a 
fund  like  tkis  one  really  succeed  in  raising 
ike  resources  necessaiy  to  sustain  an 
institution  like  Soutkeastern  in  tke  future? 
Al?in  kelieves  tkat  it  can. 

"Many  people  giving  a  little  equals  a  lot, 
Al?in  said.  "For  example,  I  m  aware  tkat 
most  of  our  alumni,  especially  recent 
graduates,  are  not  in  a  position  lo  give 
llnHisands  and  ikousands  of  dollars.  But 
most  oi  our  graduates  could  give  a  little  over 
$8  a  montk.  And  if  tkey  kelieve  in  wkat 
we  re  doing,  I  tkink  lliev  will. 

"I  ni  committed  to  giving  every kody  tke 
opportunity  to  ke  a  part  of  wkat  is  kappening 
kere.  1  value  jusl  as  nnick  ike  widow  s  mile 
as  I  do  tkose  tkal  God  kas  klessed  tkat  can 
give  large  gifts,  if  everyone  does  wkat  tkey 
can,  we  will  ke  ama/.ed  al  wkat  Lnul  will  do 
in  response  to  oiu'  laitkfidness.

Amidst  a  tkrong  of  family,  friends  and  students,  Daniel  Akin 
officially  stepped  into  kis  role  as  president  of  Soutkeastern  Baptist 
Tkeological  Seminary  on  Oct.  27  in  an  inauguration  ceremony 
"devoted  to  tke  Lord  Jesus  Cki'ist.  ' 

More  tkan  a  tkousand  people  packed  Binkley  Ckapel,  in  tke 
center  of  tke  sckool's  campus,  on  a  "kistoric  and  wonderful  day"  to 
witness  tke  inauguration  of  only  tke  sixtk  president  in  tke  sckool's 
53  -year  kistory.

"Tkis  is  a  glorious  day  in  tke  life  of  tkis  institution,  a  day  for 
wkick  we  kave  prayed,  planned  and  sougkt  tke  Lord's  will,"  said 
Timotky  Lewis,  Ckairnian  of  tke  Board  of  Trustees.  "Dr.  AJ?in  is  a 
man  of  commitment  to  tke  Lord  J  esus  Ckrist  and  to  good  tkinking 
akout  tkeology  kased  on  a  firm  faitk  in  tke  inerrancy  of  God  s 
Woi'd.  H[e  is  a  man  of  proven  ckaracter,  witk  a  contagious  passion 
for  life,  1  iving  and  people.  I  know  of  no  otker  man  more  adequately 
prepared  to  ke  president  of  Soutkeastern  tkan  Dr.  Al?in." 

Tke  ckapel  ceremony  was  tke  culmination  of  a  weeklong 
celekration  at  Soutkeastern,  wliere  many  Soutkern  Baptist  leaders  — 
including  SBC  ckief  executive  Morris  Ckapman  and  many  otker 
agency  keads  —  gatliered  to  konor  Akin  for  kis  ckaracter  and 
dedication,  kut  reserved  tke  glory  for  Jesus  Ckrist. 

"All  tkat  matters  in  life  is  tkat  you  please  Jesus,"  Akin  said.  "My 
sole  passion  in  life  is  to  live  under  kis  lordskip.  ' 

On  Oct.  24,  Joknny  Hunt,  pastor  of  Woodstock  Baptist  Ckurck 
in  Woodstock,  Ga.,  joined  witk  tke  seminary  family  at  Alain's  kome 
ckurck.  Wake  Cross  Roads  Baptist  Ckurck  in  Raleigk,  tci  ckallenge 
kis  friend. 


"You  need  to  rememker  tkat  wkat  is  important  to  tke  leader  is 
important  to  tke  foil  ower,  '  Hunt  said.  "A  spiritual  leader  says 
'follow  me.'  Estaklisk  a  patk  for  otkers  to  follow.  Tkey're  going  to 
ke  watcking  you.  Preack  witk  purity  and  integrity  of  doctrine. 
Preack  witk  integrity,  dignity  and  sincerity,  and  curiosity  will 
foUow.  " 

Speakers  at  otker  inauguration  events  during  tke  week  included 
Al?in'  s  personal  friends  James  Merritt,  pastor  of  Cross  Pointe 
ckurck  in  Dulutk,  Ga.,  and  Alkert 
Mokler,  president  of  Tke  Soutkern 
Baptist  Tkeological  Seminary  in 
Louisville,  Ky. 

A  common  refrain  from  tkose  wko 
know  Akin  kest  was  tkat  kekind  tke  aura 
of  leaderskip,  Al?in  is  a  genuine  man  of 

God. 

"Daniel  Akin  is  a  man  of  100 
percent  integrity  —  aksolute  integrity," 
Merritt  said. 

During  tke  Inaugural  service.  Akin 
received  greetings  from  tke  mayor  of 
Wake  Forest,  Vivian  Jones,  and  James 
Royston,  executive  director  and  treasurer 
of  tke  Baptist  State  Convention  of 
Nortk  C  arolina. 

Delivering  tke  ckarge  to  Akin  was 
Soutkwestern  Baptist  Tkeological 
Seminary  President  Paige  Patterson, 
Akin's  immediate  predecessor  at 
Soutkeastern  and  a  man  Akin  calls  nis 
"fatker  in  ministry. 

'matckless  communicator,  fakulous 
preacker,  fine  tkeologian  and  exegete  of  tke  Scriptures  and  man  of 
God." 

On  tkis  day,  tke  man  Alein  calls  k  is  "single-most  influential" 
mentor  in  tke  ministry  kad  some  words  of  kis  own  to  skare  witk 
Akin. 

"Lead  God's  people  witk  tke  integrity  of  your  keart,"  Patterson 
said.  "Like  Enock,  walk  witk  Him  so  closely  tkat  it  seems  you're 
closer  to  His  kouse  tkan  your  own  . . .  Tke  same  God  wko  gives  you 
life  and  strengtk  will  sustain  you  in  keavy  responsikility.  May  God 
kless  you  ever)'  day,  sweet  son,  as  you  serve  tke  Lord.  ' 

Akin  was  visikly  moved  ky  tke  outpouring  of  love  and  support, 
and  ke  concluded  tke  ceremony  ky  pledging  to  lead  Soutkeastern  in 
training  ministers  to  ta  ke  tke  Word  of  God  to  a  world  in  need  of 
Him. 

"I  pledge  to  kuild  an  institution  tkat  will  continue  to  stand  on  tke 
infallikle  and  inerrant  Word  of  God,"  Akin  said.  "Soutkeastern 
Seminary  will  continue  to  stand  for  personal  evangelism,  world 
missions  and  tke  exclusivity  of  tke  Gospel.  We  kelieve  keaven  and 
kell  are  real  and  tke  only  difference  is  Jesus  Ckrist.  '

Approves  New  Growth  Plan

Tkis  fall,  trustees  gatliered  at  t'outkeastei'n  Baptist  Tlieological 
Seminary  to  celebrate  tlie  inauguration  of  tlie  scliool  s  sixtli 
president  and  approved  a  revision  of  boutlieastern  s  master  plan  for 
campus  expansion  and  renovation. 

Ryan  Hutchinson,  vice  president  for  administration,  presented  a 
creative  plan  to  tlie  lioard  tliat  will  renovate  nuicK  of  tlie  seminary  s 
historic  campus  for  $15-20  million  over  tlie  next  few  years. 

Southeastern  President  Daniel  Akin  said  the  revised  master  plan, 
wliich  is  the  seminan' s  long  range  strategy  for  campus  growth,  will 
now  include  an  extensive  renovation  to  the  existing  liLrary  rather 
than  the  construction  of  a  new  one.  Wkereas  a  new  liLrary  huilding 
—  called  for  under  the  old  master  plan  —  wiudd  cost  the  seminary 
$15-20  million,  the  new  plan  estimates  tliat  tl  le  semman'  can 
complete  seven  projects  for  just  under  $21  million. 

"From  wlrere  I  sit,  I  m  ven'  excited  ahout  this,    AJ^in  saiil.  "I 
think  it  s  a  wise  plan,  and  I  tliinh  it  s  a  responsihle  plan.  I  Relieve 
renovating  this  lihrar\'  is  a  much  wiser  interim  step  than  building  an 
entireiv  new  one.  What'  s  rcniarkalde  to  me  is  that  for  the  same 
amount  of  money,  we  can  accomplish  almost  all  of  our  goals. 

jMuclr  of  Soutkeastern's  planning  kas  keen  influenced  ky  tke 
record  increases  it  kas  experienced  in  stud  ent  enrcillment,  witk 
2,407  students  tkis  past  academic  year.  Al,;in  mentioned  tkat  tke 


sckool's  nimiker  of  new  students  is  at  an  all-time  kit;k,  topjiin^  700 
tkis  fall. 

Tke  first  step  o  f  tl  le  master  plan  is  construction  of  a  new  facilit  les 
management  kuilding,  wkick  will  contain  Soutkeastern  s  facilit  les 
management  and  kousing  departments,  a  skop  area  for  stcirage  and 
work  space  and  a  place  to  kouse  tke  LMniskine  t'eniors  volunteer 
food  ministry,  wkick  gave  almost  a  hall  million  dollars  in  food  to 
students  last  year. 

yVnclit  finds  financial  integrity 

Trustees  also  keard  a  positive  report  from  an  independent 
auditing  firm  akout  tke  "kigk  degree  of  integrity    witk  wkick 
Soutkeastern  kandles  its  kudget  and  finances. 

Al?in  told  trustees  tkat  ke  was  pleased  witk  tke  resu  Its  of  tl  le 
recent  audit  ky  independent  accounting  firm  McCdadrey  and  PuUen, 
LLP,  of  Raleigk,  N.C.  Tke  audit  included  an  exhaustive  look  at 
Soutkeastern  s  financial  practices  tkat  Akin  said  is  necessary  in 
America's  post-Enron  corporate  culture. 

"Our  simple  goal  was  to  make  sure  tkat  tl  lis  institnticin  has  a 
reputation  for  doing  what  it  does  with  the  highest  degree  of 
integrity,  '  Al?in  told  tke  koard.

But  tl  le  call  to  come  to  Southeastern  meant  tkat  Akin  finds 
kerself  acclimating  to  a  new  title  —  first  lady. 

"At  first  I  was  a  little  resistant  to  coming  to  bou  tkeast  ern,  slie 
said.  "But  once  I  saw  tkat  (Dr.  Al  .;in)  sensed  tke  Lord  s  will,  I  was 
willing  to  follow. 

Her  duties  and  okligations  as  a  president  s  wife  liave  not  kept  lier 
from  diving  into  tke  lives  of  women  ihrougli  invtdvement  in  classes, 
tke  Soutkeastern  Women's  Fellowskip,  and  weekly  devolionals  keld 
witkin  tke  ladies'  dorms.

Not  only  is  ckurck  attendance  encouraged,  kut  tk  ere  are 
opportunities  to  take  part  in  mission  trips  and  otker  types  of  service 
for  Ckrist.  if  you  want  to  find  God's  wdl  for  your  life  and  get  a  good 
preparation  to  complete  it,  Soutkeastern  College  is  a  good  place  to  go. 

In  a  day  wken  many  sckools  are  anxious  to  kreak  off  relations  witk 
tkeir  founding  denominations,  Soutkeastern  College  is  committed  to 
Ckrist,  to  His  ckurck  and  to  working  closely  witk  tke  Soutkern 
Baptist  Convention.

Wken  you  investigate  tke  costs  of  a  sckool, 
make  sure  you  ask  tke  sckool  to  distinguisk  between  grants  and  loans 
in  tkeir  aid  package. 

Some  sckools  claim  tkat  almost  all  of  tkeir  students  are  receiving 
financial  aid.  Tkat  sounds  great  until  you  realize  tkat  most  or  it  is  in 
tke  form  of  student  loans.  So  wken  you  compare  costs,  realize  tkat 
tliese  loans  do  not  lower  tke  cost;  tkey  only  defer  it.  Beware  of  getting 
yourself  into  long-term  deLt.  In  addition,  wken  comparing  costs,  look 
at  tke  total  package,  not  just  tuition.  I  tkink  you  will  find  tkat 
Soutkeastern  College  is  a  kargain. 

It  kas  keen  said  tkat  Soutk  eastern  College  at  Wake  Forest  is  tke 
Lest-kept  secret  in  tke  Soutkern  Baptist  Convention.  It  s  time  you 
discovered  tke  secret.

Soutkeastern  College  at  Wake 
Forest  student  Keni  Williams  just 
finisked  ker  student  teacking  at  Jokn 
H.  Baker  Jr.  Ckarter  Higk  Sckool  in 
Raleigk,  N.C.  Tke  sckool  s  relatively 
unconventional  and  somewkat 
intimidating  location  —  tke  Wake 
County  jail  —  migkt  cause  some 
teackers  to  sky  away  from  working 
tkere.  After  all,  Baker  Higk  is  not  voui 
average  kigk  sckool. 

Fortunately,  Kerri  Williams  is  not 
your  average  teacker. 

Tke  sckool,  founded  in  IQQi',  is  tke 
first  ckarter  kigk  sckool  of  its  kind  in 
tke  nation,  allowing  incarcerated 
stvidents  tke  ckance  to  pursue  tkeir 
Graduation  Equivalency  Degree.  It 
sounded  like  tke  jok  Williams  kad  keen 
praying  for. 

Ironically,  wken  ske  came  to 
Soutkeastern  College  at  Wake  Forest 
in  2001,  tke  idea  of  teacking  kad 
never  crossec  1  Williams'  mm  d.  At  tkat 
time,  ske  was  determined  to  pursue  ker 
undergraduate  degree  in  kiklical  studies 
en  route  to  oktaining  a  master  s  degree 
in  kiklical  counseling. 

"Never  did  I  tkinl?  tkat  I  was 
coming  kere  to  do  education,  Williams 
rememkers  witk  a  smile. 

ske  recalls  talking  witk  several  professors  akout  ker  career  plans, 
conversations  ske  now  realizes  tke  Lord  used  to  plant  tke  idea  of 
teacking  in  ker  mind.  One  of  tkose  professors  was  Ken  Coley, 
assistant  professor  of  Ckristian  edu  cation  and  director  of  tke  secondary 
education  program.  Coley  said  tkat  1  le  could  sense  tkat  Will  iams  kad 
an  affinity  for  teacking  riglit  from  tke  start. 

"As  I  do  wken  I  kavc  interviews  witk  many  students  wko  come  in 
seeking  advice  akout  tkeir  future,  I  listen  for  wkat  excites  tkem, 
Coley  said,  'and  I  saw  a  spark  in  ker  wken  ske  started  talking  akout 
ker  past  experiences  witk  teacking  teenagers.  So  I  encoviraged  ker  to 
pursue  tkat,  keginning  witk  tke  teacker  education  program,  and  to 
prayerfully  see  wkere  tkat  took  ker.  " 

Williams  did  and  soon  ckanged  ker  major.  Her  next  class, 
"Introduction  to  Teacking  '  witk  Coley,  served  to  confirm  to  Williams 
tkat  teacking  was  indeed  God's  direction  for  ker  life. 

So  far  tkings  kave  worked  out  well  as  Williams  recently  finisked  ker 
semester-long  student  teacking  assignment  at  Baker.  Tkis  allowed  ker

to  complete  ker  Nortk  Carolina  state  certification  for  teacking  and 
work  tciward  ccimpleting  ker  undergraduate  degree  from  t'ciutkeastern 
College  —  a  kackelor  of  arts  in  kiklical  studies  and  Englisk  witk  a 
minor  in  secondary  education. 

Williams  rememkers  kow  ske  learned  akout  tke  jok  at  Baker  Higk 
one  day  wkile  looking  at  Soutkeastern  Seminaiy  s  kulletin  koard  of 
jok  openings.  Ske  was  looking  for  a  place  witk  troukled  students,  ones 
witk  kackgrounds  similar  to  tkose  ske  and  ker  kuskand,  Alan,  kope  to 
work  witk  someday  in  an  inner-city  ministry'.  Williams  keart  is  to  kel[ 
kurting  people,  and  ker  prayer  kad  keen  tkat  God  would  use  ker 
student  teacking  experience  io  prepare  ker  for  ministr}'  in  tke  future. 

"I  went  to  tke  kulletin  koard  at  Soutkeastern,  and  tkere  was  a  jok 
pos  ted  for  tutoring  (at  Baker  Higk),"  Wdl  iams  rememkers.  'I  tkougkt 
'Tkis  aksolutely  kas  my  name  written  all  over  it,  antl  so  I  called.  I 
know  I  must  kave  sounded  overly  excited,  and  I  said,  'Please,  I  want 
an  interview  kere.  tr^o  tkey  gave  me  an  interview. 

t'ckool  principal  Marti  Wilson  urged  Williams  to  come  for  a  loin-  o 
tke  premises  kefore  agreeing  to  take  tke  position,  knowing  tkat  tke 
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karsli  reality  of  working  in  a  prison  can  often  dissuade  even  tke  most 
valiant  teackers  from  accepting  tke  jok. 

Williams  recalls  ker  conversation  witk  tke  principal  during  ker  visit 
to  tke  sckool. 

"Ske  said,  'O  in-  students  are  incarcerated,  and  we  kave  a  really  kigk 
turnover  rate.  Do  you  tkink  tkat  you  want  to  do  tkis?  r  m  going  to 
skow  you  around  kefore  you  make  any  kind  of  decision,  '  Williams 
reniemkers.  "So  I  went  and  looked  at  it.  I  rememker  wkile  I  was  tkere, 
I  loved  it.  God  kad  just  given  me  tkis  kuge  peace." 

Soon  after,  Williams  found  out  tkat  ske  kad  gotten  tke  jok.  For 
some  people,  teack  ing  inmates  would  ke  a  nigktmare.  For  ker,  it  was  a 
God-size  dream  come  true. 

"I  knew  I  wanted  to  ke  somewkere  like  (Baker),"  ske  said,  "and  tkat 
God  literallv  put  me  tkere  is  incredikle.  ' 


"I  knew  I  wanted  to 
be  somewhere  like 
[Baker],  and  that  God 
literally  put  me  there 
is  incredible." 


Williams  work  at  Baker  Higk  was  as  rewarding  as  it  was  productive. 
Tke  students  at  Baker  kad  a  great  impact  on  ker,  kut  ker  impact  on 
many  of  tkem,  kotk  academically  and  spiritually,  may  ke  incalculakle. 

Tkanks  in  part  tci  ker  efforts,  even'  student  at  Baker  tkat  took  tke 
Nortk  Carolina  Higk  Sckool  competency  exam  passed,  qualifying 
tkem  to  work  toward  graduation  and  receive  tkeir  diplcima.  Tkis  marks 
tke  first  time  in  sckool  kistory  tkat  1  00  percent  of  tke  sttident  kody 
passed  tke  exam. 

One  student  descriked  kow  ke  kas  grown  to  enjoy  writing  after 
working  witk  Williams  and  kead  teacker  Wendy  Reed  during  tke  past 
12  niontks. 

"Wken  I  first  came  kere,  I  kad  a  learning  disakdit}'  in  writing  stories 
and  skort  stories,    ke  said.  "Since  I've  keen  kere,  tkey've  taugkt  me 
kow  to  write  tkem  and  put  in  tke  correct  punctuation,  you  know, 
commas  wkere  tkey  need  to  go,  periods,  capital  letters.  And  now  I 
tkink  I  m  pretty  good  at  it.  Tkey  taugkt  me  a  lot. 

"Mrs.  Williams  is  not  like  some  teackers  wkere  if  you  don't 
understand,  tkey  just  get  tired  of  going  tkrougk  it.  if  you  i-eally  need 
kelp,  ske  11  come  and  sit  down  witk  you  and  take  tke  time  witk  you 
until  \'ou  understand.  Ske  11  make  sure  you  learn  it  and  tkat  it's  easy 
to  understand.  Ske  is  a  cool  teacker.  Ske's  easy  to  get  along  witk,  and 
ske  11  kelp  you  if  ske  can.  bke  s  a  great  teacker. 

"Tkat  makes  me  want  to  cry,  '  Williams  said  upon  kearing  tke 
student's  comments.  "I  did,  I  tried  really  kard.  Tkese  are  students, 
most  of  wliom  I  would  assume  would  ke  classified  as  'low-level 
learners,  wko  rarely  get  any  attention  kecause  tke  teacker  mostly 
foe  uses  on  the  majority  (of  tke  class).  And  so  tkey  ve  keen  mostly 
]iusked  off,  or  kecause  of  kekavior  proklems  or  different  tilings, 
nokody  s  really  ever  tried  to  develop  tke  potential  in  tkem.  Tkey've 
keen  put  down  so  muck.  Some  of  tkem  will  say,  'You  tkink  I  can't 
read,  don  t  you?'  And  I  say,  'No,  I  know  you  can.  I  know  you  can  do 


tkis.  Tkat  s  wky  I  m  kere.  I  wouldn't  ke  kere  if  I  didn't  tkink  you 
could  succeed.' 

"Tkey  need  someone  to  encourage  tkem  kecause  tkey've  never  kad 
tkat.  wken  you  raise  tkeir  expectations  like  tkat,  I  tkink  it  means 
sonietliing  to  tkem  tkat  somekody  really  kelieves  in  tkem  for  once.' 

Wken  Coley  visited  Williams  classroom,  ke  also  noted  tke  jok  ske 
kad  done  investing  in  ker  students. 

"I  okserved  ker  teack  tkere,  and  ske  kad  care  and  concern  for  tke 
needs  of  tke  individual  students  in  tke  class,"  Coley  said.  "Ske  got  to 
know  tkem  as  individuals,  and  ske  very  muck  wanted  to  see  tkem 
progress.  Ske  kad  prepared  kard  at  Soutkeastern  in  ker  Englisk  classes 
to  kelp  students  witk  kasic  skills  as  well  as  to  read  and  understand 
literature.  All  of  tkese  tilings,  we  kelieve,  will  equip  students  to  tken  ke 
akle  to  read  God  s  Word  and  understand  it  more  fidly,  and  given  tke 

riglit  opportunities,  we 
prayed  tkat  ske  would 
lea  d  kid  s  to  Ckrist  as  ske 
kad  individual  interaction 
wi  tktk  em. 

Coley  also  noted  kow 
Williams'  work  at  Baker 
is  tke  epitome  of  tke  goal 
of  Soutkeastern's  teacker 
education  program: 
"preparing  teackers  to 
teack  witk  commitment.

compassion  and 
confidence." 

"I  kelieve  tkat  Kerri 
demonstrated  tkese 
qualities  as  ske  selected  tke  opportunity  to  go  to  Jokn  Baker  ckarter 
sckool,"  Coley  said.  "'Ske  taugkt  witk  commitment,  ske  was 
compassionate  and  ske  was  definitely  competent.  We  were  very  excited 
tkat  Kerri  ckose  tkis  particular  opportunity. 

"It  gave  ker  tke  opportunity  to  ke  salt  and  ligkt  in  a  dark 
environment,  and  it  gave  ker  tke  opportunity  to  skare  tke  Gospel  witk 
kids  many  times  wko  kave  come  from  famdy  environments  or 
communities  wkere  no  one  tkere  kas  ever  sliared  Jesus  witk  tkem." 

Minist  ering  to  tke  students  tkere  was  not  always  easy,  Wdliams 
admits.  But  ske  felt  tkat  it  was  important  for  ker  to  persevere  in  ker 
mmi  str\'  to  tke  inmates  at  Baker  Higk  even  in  tke  face  of  opposition. 

"God  defi  nitely  called  me  tkere  to  love  people,    ske  said.  "Tkey  ve 
never  keen  loved  kefore,  and  so  wken  I  went  in  tkere  and  tried  to  love 
tkem,  it  was  very  interesting  wkat  tkey  would  say.  Sometimes  tkey 
would  accept  it,  kut  tke  majority  of  tke  time  tkey  wanted  to  pusk  your 
love  away.  Tkey  don't  know  kow  to  even  accept  it.  Tkey  don't  know 
kow  to  recognize  it  or  wkat  to  do  witk  it  kecause  tkey've  never  seen  it 
kefore. 

"  Sometimes  I  would  tkink,  'Wky  don  t  tkey  want  tkis?  Wky  is  tk  IS 
so  kard  for  tkem?  Wky  are  tkey  reacting  lil.e  tl  lis  to  me?  Or  I  would 
kave  tkem  lasli  out  at  me  or  say,  I  don  t  want  to  do  tkis 
(sckoolwork),'  saying  really  profane,  ugly  tilings.  Tkat  can  ke  kard,  kut 
I  rememker  praying  one  day  tkat  God  would  kelp  me  to  understand 
tkis,  and  it  kecanie  so  clear  tkat  my  relationskip  witk  Ckrist  can  ke  so 
mucn  lilse  tkat.  So  many  times  wken  Ckrist  lias  skown  me  love,  I 
forget  it  and  I  don't  recognize  it.  if  anjrtliing,  tkat  semester  I  learned 
more  akout  my  own  sin  and  kow  I  react  toward  God.  It  kecame  so 
muck  clearer  to  me  kow  tkat  feels,  I  tkink.  I've  always  tkougkt  if  you 
loved  somekody  tkey  would  return  it,  kut  tkat's  def  initelv  not  tke  case 
witk  tkese  guys.

R.  Logan  Carson 
rememters  vividly  tke 
first  sermon  ke 
preacked  on  June  6, 
1954,  as  an 
inexperienced  22-year- 
old  koping  to  soon 
receive  kis  preacking 
license. 

~"  "It  was  a  skimpy 
sermon,    Carson  says 
witk  a  laugli.  "Real 
skimpy.  It  only  lasted 
akout  15  minutes. 

Now,  50  years  and 
kundreds  of  sermons 
later,  Carson 
ce  lekrated  tkat  f  irst 
"skimpy"  sermon  witk 
an  anniversar\r  sei-v'ice 
keld  kv  k  is  ckurck, 
Olive  B  ranch  Baptist, 
to  commemorate  tkeir 
pastor's  kalf-centuiy  of 
faitkful  Ck  ristian 
service  tkat  1  las 
included  everytking 
from  missionary  to 
Nigeria  to  senior 
professor  of  tkeology 
at  boutkeastern 
College  at  Wake 
Forest,  a  position  ko 
kolds  today. 

Looking  kack  on  kis 
journey  in  ministry, 
Larson,  72,  rejoices  in 
tke  faitkful  kand  of 
God  tkat  kas  given  kim 
tke  strengtk  to  accomplisli  eveiytking. 

"Tke  Lord  kas  keen  so  good  to  me  in  all  tkese  years  in  ministry, 
Carson  said.  "You'll  notice  tkat  I  1  lave  n  joyous  attitude,  and  tke 
reason  I  kave  it  is,  as  Nekemiak  said,  'Tke  joy  of  tke  Lord  is  your 
stren  gtk.'  And  I  1  lelieve  tkat.  Tkat'  s  wky  wken  I  teack,  I  kave  more 
energy  tkan  most  of  my  poor  students.  I  m  spiritually  energized.  It  s 
not  from  any  vitamins  or  any  suppleinenls.  It's  tke  energy  of  tke 
Holy  bpirit  just  keing  veiy  pen'asive  in  my  life.

Carson  kas  learned  to 
rely  on  God's  power  to 
kelp  kim  overcome 
struggles  in  kis  life, 
suck  as  tke  recent 
deatk  of  kis  wife, 
Glenwood.  In  addition, 
Carson  kas  keen  klind 
since  kirtk,  a  disakdity 
tkal  diti  ntit  kold  kim 
liack  from  earning 
kotk  a  master  s  degree 
in  tkeology  from 
Louisvide  Preskyterian 
llieological  Seminary 
and  a  doctorate  from 
Drew  University. 

His  passion  to  teack 
and  preack  is  matcked 
only  ky  kis  passion  for 
tke  Lord,  one  w  kick 
Carson  says  ke 
cu  Itivates  1  iy  making  a 
regular  kakit  of  talking 
to  tke  Lord  in  prayer.

"One  ol  die 
ministries  tkat  kas 
kelped  me  is  my 
niinisln'  ol  prayer, 
Larson  sail  1.  "Wl  len  a 
tadpole  stops  me  and 
says.  Dr.  Larson,  I 
want  you  to  |5ray  for  me 
kecause  of  sonietking,   1  sav.  Come  on!  and  rigkt  tken  and  tkere  we 
pia\'.  if  I  m  in  tke  kail  or  no  matter  wkere  I  am,  I  11  |ira\'  liecanse  I 
love  talking  witk  tke  Lord,  and  aP-\'time  somekmly  gives  me  an 
op|iortunilv  to  do  so,  I  will.  "1  ou  tell  me  vou  ve  got  a  sickness,  anti  I 
sav,  Wkoa!  Let  s  talk  to  tke  Lord  aliout  it.   I  get  all  excited  akout 
talking  witk  tke  Lord,  and  tke  Lord  kas  never  failed  me.' 

Carson  s  relationskip  witk  Luxl  kegan  wken  ke  trusted  lesus  Ckrist 
as  kis  Lord  and  Savior  at  tke  age  oi  15.  Later,  in  tke  spring  of 
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Carson's  fresliman  year  as  a  stiulenl  al  Sliaw  L'niversity,  GotI  liegan 
to  "liammer   liini  witli  an  uncleniaUe  call  to  serve  Him  in  ministry. 

"Eveiy  sermon  I  liearj  on  tlie  I'adio,  I  kearJ  sometody  talking 
alioiit  a  call,    Carson  I'ememLers.  "I  couldn  t  get  away  from  it.  I  woke 
up  one  Monday  morning  witli  tiie  strange  feeling  tliat  a  crisis  was 
impending  in  my  life,  and  I  told  my  roommates,  'Would  y'all  pray  for 
me  kecause  If  eel  tkat  sometliing  is  akout  to  kappen  to  me  ?'  Mout 
two  o  clock  tkat  Tuesday  morning,  I  was  listening  to  tke  radio 
playing  softly,  and  I  keard  it.  I  keard  a  song  ky  tke  Ckuckwagon 
Gang  called  lesus  Calls  for  Workers.  Aiid  tke  ckorus  struck  me: 
'He's  calling  you.  He's  calling  you  into  tke  field  of  sin.  Make  no 
delay,  kut  go  today  and  kring  tke  lost  ones  in.'  It  just  seemed  lo  ke 
drilling  at  me,  so  I  got  on  my  knees  and  said,  'Loid,  OK,  1  will  ke  a 
preacker.

Tke  wrestling  was  over.  Carson  kad  pledged  lo  follow  Got!  s  call  c>n 
kis  life,  one  tlial  wouki  soon  include  a  call  to  go  as  a  missionan'  to 
Nigeria  and  teack  at  a  teacker  s  college. 

"It  was  my  first  teacking  opportunity,  and  I  loved  it,  Carson  said. 
"Tkal  was  tke  kappiest  experience  of  my  life,  tkose  tkree  years,  until 
I  came  to  boutkeastern.  I  rememker  teacking  11  classes  tkree  times 
a  wee  k.  Tkat's  33  class  periods,  so  I  never  complain  akout  nine  kours 
or  an\'lking  like  tkat  now  kecause  I  ve  keen  tkrougk  it.  I  sin-\'ived  kv 
drinking  lemonade  ketween  classes.  Tke  kreak  was  five  minutes  and 
tken  you  kad  to  start  anotker  class.  " 

Carson  s  life  work  kas  keen  faillifidk'  teackint;  and  preacking  God  s 
Word  ever  since  lie  preaclied  tkat  first  sermon  50  years  ago.  Not  long 
after  kis  first  sermon,  in  July  of  1954,  Carson's  ckurck  voted  in 
conference  akoul  wketker  or  not  to  give  kim  a  preacking  license. 
Having  keen  asked  to  step  outside  wkile  tke  ckurck  voted,  Carson 
waited  until  ke  was  krougkt  kack  in  to  kear  tke  result  of  tke  vote. 
Wken  ke  entered,  tke  pastor  katl  one  question  to  ask  kim. 

"I  came  in  and  ke  said,  'Wkal  would  you  do  if  I  told  you  ike 
ckurck  kad  decided  not  to  grant  vou  a  preacking  license?  Carson 
rememkers.  "And  I  said,  "I  il  ask  for  anotker  ckance.   Sc)  ke  said, 
"Wkat  would  you  do  if  we  gave  you  tke  ckance  and  you  diil  not  get 
ycHu-  license  tken?'  and  I  said,  "I'd  ask  for  one  more  ckance.  He  said, 
"Wkat  would  you  do  tken  if  we  didn't  give  it  to  you?  and  I  said, 
Well,  pastor,  I  know  I  would  need  to  go  to  anotker  ckmvk  kecause  I 
know  God  called  me  to  preack.  And  eveiykodv  just  kurst  out 
laugking  and  applauding,  and  ke  said,  "Well,  we  ve  granted  you  your 
preacking  license.'  Ok  man,  tkat  was  sometking  else." 

Carson  s  pulpit  ministry  kas  taken  kim  to  loiu'  different  ckurckes 
since  tkat  time.  He  kas  gatkered  many  of  kis  sermons  anti  puklisked 


tkem  in  two  kooks,  From  tlic  Head  of  a  Pastor  a.\\\  Messages  to  tlic 
Clin,  stiaij  hainilit  in  These  Last  Dai/s. 


"God,  when  He  calls  you, 
will  never  let  you  go  alone. 
Hell  never  let  you  go  by 
yourself.  He  will  always 
equip  you  and  send  you 
where  He  wants  you  to  go." 


Altkougk  Carson  sees  liimself  as  a  kumkle  servant,  tke  faculty  and 
administration  of  boutkeastern  Seminary  saw  in  kim  sometking 
more  last  year  wken  tkev  awarded  Carson  tke  annual  Faculty 
Excellence  in  Teacking  Award,  given  to  a  teacker  wko  displays 
exceptional  ctimmitment  and  excellence  in  kis  work  in  tke  classroom. 

"'Nokody  could  kave  keen  as  flakkergasted,  klown  away  or  surprised 
as  I  was,    Carson  remarked. 

However,  Carson  may  kave  keen  tke  only  one  surprised.  Tke 
warni-kearted  professor  is  keld  in  kigk  regard  ky  kotk  kis  colleagues 
and  tke  students  ke  teackes  at  Soutkeastern,  many  of  wkose  lives  ke 
kas  affected  greatly.  He  says  tkat  teacking  at  Soutkeastern  is  for  kim 
a  dream  come  tme. 

"I  love  teacking  at  Soutkeastern  kecause  it  was  my  dream  one  day 
to  teack  at  a  seminary,  "  Carson  said.  ""I  didn't  tell  anykody  kut  my 
wife  akoul  lliat  dream.  Il  was  mv  dream,  and  I  kave  not  I'egretted 
coming  kere  kecause  it  fulfills  all  tke  olesires  I  kave  to  ke  a  teacker. 

"God,  wken  He  calls  you,  wiU  never  let  you  go  alone.  He  11  never 
let  you  go  ky  yourself.  He  will  always  equip  you  and  send  you  wkere 
He  wants  you  to  go. 

Tkat  principle  kas  sustained  Carson  tkrougk  kotk  tke  peaks  and 
valleys  of  ministry.  Perkaps  at  no  time  did  ke  kave  to  rely  more  upon 
tke  nearness  of  God  tkan  wken  ke  lost  Glenwood  (fondly  known  as 
"Mrs.  Pep  ')  last  year  after  a  long  illness.  Carson  affectionately 
rememkers  tke  many  klessed  years  tke  couple  skared  kefore  tke  Lord 
called  ker  kome. 

"We  were  a  team,  '  ke  said.  "'We  kad  a  keautiful  relationskip.  Ske 
was  a  sei-vant  lo  ker  kuskand,  never  complained  akout  ker  illness  or 
an^rtking.  Her  name  was  Glenwood  Jones  Carson,  kut  I  always  called 
ker  my  lamk.'  Everykody  knew  Dr.  Carson's  lamk.  Ske  was  always 
witk  me,  always  a  good  wife.  I  rememker  wkat  we  kad  togetker.  We 
kad  a  real  covenant.  And  until  tke  day  ske  died,  no  matter  tkat  ske 
couldn't  function  as  a  wife  anymore  as  ske  wanted  to,  ske  was  my 
lamk,  my  deligkt  and  mv  love.  I  still  kave  mciments  wken  I  miss  ker 
and  ciy,  kut  I  know  ske  s  in  a  ketter  place. 

Carson  said  tkat  ke  is  doing  fine  now  living  ky  kimself  kecause  ke 
trusts  the  Lord  J  esus  to  take  care  of  kim.  It  is  tk  is  type  of  faitk  in 
tke  Lord  tkat  causes  Carson  to  long  for  llie  klessing  of  seeing  kis 
Savior  face  to  face  in  glor\'. 

"I  look  forward  to  seeing  my  Lord  one  day,    Carson  said.    I  kave  a 
great  expectancy  tkat  I  will  see  Him  face  to  face,  and  His  face  will  ke 
tke  very  first  one  I'll  ever  see  kecause  I'll  kave  tkose  spiritual  eyes 
tkat  will  never  grow  dim. 


A  Long  Time  Coming 

Mother  of  three  finishes  degree  after  23  years

Recent  graduate  CatKerine  Moffett  lias  lieen  toltl  Iiy  friends 
tliat  slie  will  liave  no  riglit  to  complain  il  lier  nineteen  year-old 
son  Jason  takes  a  few  extra  years  to  finisli  college.  After  all, 
Moffett  took  23  years  to  complete  ker  master  s  of  divinity  degree 
from  bovitkeastern  Baptist  Tkeological  Seminary,  a  record 
according  to  sckocd  olficials. 

Her  graduation  on  May  22  marked  tke  emotimial  cidmination 
of  years  of  study  for  tke  stay-at-kome  mom,  many  times  dotie 
late  at  niglit  after  a  full  day  of  kome  sckooling  ker  tkree  ckildi-en 
and  after  everyone  else  kad  gone  to  ked. 

I  d  walk  downstairs  at  one  o'clock  in  tke  mornint;  anil  ikere 
ske  was  studying,  "  Moffelt's  daugkter  Allison  recalls  in 
admiration.  "Two  o  clock  in  tke  morning,  tkere  ske  was 


studying. 

Her  unflappakle  determination  kas  left  sckool  administrators 
praising  ker  persistence  and  rejoicing  witk  ker  in  ker 
accompliskment. 

" boulkeastern  t'eminary  is  extremely  proud  of  Catkerine  and 
ker  jierseverance  in  completing  ker  degree,    President  Daniel 
Akin  said.  "Ske  is  a  wonilerful  model  tkat  will  inspire  otkers  and, 
even  more  importantly,  ske  kas  konored  tke  Lord  Jesus  wkom  ske 
so  clearly  loves  and  ailores.  I  tkank  God  for  Catkerine  and  rejoice 
in  tke  lact  tkat  ske  Is  now  one  of  our  graduates. 

Sckool  registrar  Skeldon  Alexander  said  Moffett  s  feat  is 
unlike  anv  ke  kas  ever  seen. 

"Every  year  tkere  are  a  significant  ninnker  of  graduates  wlio 


kave  taken  more  tkan  tke  prescrikeJ  tkree  years  in  order  to 
complete  tke  master  of  divinity  degree,  '  Alexander  said. 
"However,  Catkerine  s  total  of  23  years  is  surely  a  reco  rd.  Ske 
kas  skown  great  commitment  to  ker  quest  for  tkeological 
education  and  ker  master  of  divinity  degree,  and  we  rejoice  witk 
ker  and  for  ker  in  ker  great  ackievement." 

Moffett  is  quick  to  acknowledge  tkat  tke  credit  for  completing 
ker  degree  does  not  kelong  to  ker.  Her  determination  to  finisk 
tke  d  egree  —  even  after  a  10-year  kiatus  for  tke  kirtks  of  ker 
tkree  ckildren  and  to  take  care  of  ker  ailing  motker  —  stemmed 
from  wliat  ske  kelieves  was  a  clear  call  from  God  to  oktain  a 
tkeological  degree. 


"I  walked  across  the  campus, 
and  the  Lord  spoke  very  plainly  to 
me  that  He  wanted  me  to  do  this. 
So  It's  never  been  a  burden.  It's 
never  been  anything  I  didn't  just 
long  to  do.  I  would  drive  up  and 
just  be  excited  every  single  time  to 
go  to  class.  It  has  been  a 
wonderful  experience." 


At  tke  time  ske  first  kegan  ker  studies  at  Soutkeastern  in  ' 
1981,  Moffett  was  sei^ving  as  youtk  director  at  a  cliurck  in 
Virginia.  Ske  decided  to  enroll  in  one  seminary  class  for 
additional  training  kut  witk  no  intention  of  pursuing  a  degree. 

ske  rememkers  tkat  first  day  ske  set  foot  on  Soutlieastern's 
campus. 

"I  walked  across  tke  campus,  and  tke  Lord  spoke  very  plainly 
to  me  tkat  He  wanted  me  to  do  tkis,"  Moffett  said,  refe  rring  to 
earning  ker  master  of  divinity  degree.  "So  it  s  never  keen  a 
kurden.  It's  never  keen  anytking  I  didn  t  just  long  to  do.  I 
would  drive  up  and  just  ke  excited  every  single  time  to  go  to 
class.  It  kas  keen  a  wonderful  experience. 

Tkat  experience  ended  up  spanning  tkree  decades  as  Moffett 
took  classes  full  -time  in  1981-82  and  1983-84  kefore  ske 
ckose  to  stop  at  tke  kirtk  of  ker  first  ckild. 

"Service  must  come  kefore  study,  '  Moffett  continue  d,  "if 
tkat  kappens  to  ke  wkere  you  are  in  your  life.  I  knew  tkat  I 
would  get  kack  to  tkis  if  tke  Lord  made  it  possikle.  I  kad  not 
given  up  my  commitment  to  finisk  tke  degree.  I  was  just  doing 
w  kat  He  put  in  front  of  me.  So  my  kids  were  very  important, 
and  tkeir  education  kas  keen  real  important  too.  " 

Returning  once  more  in  1994  to  take  classes  on  a  part-time 
kasis,  Moffett  kegan  to  work  ker  way  tkrougk  tke  remainder  of 
tke  degree  program  one  course  at  a  time.  Tke  demands  upon 
ker  time  were  intense  as  ske  added  "student  '  to  ker  list  of  titles 
tkat  already  included  full-time  wife,  motker  and  komesckool 
teacker. 


ske  persevered,  fueled  ky  ker  sense  of  calling  from  tke  Lord 
and  a  growing  kunger  for  God's  Word. 

"Tke  more  you  know  of  tke  Scriptures,  tke  more  deligktful 
tkey  kecome,'  '  Moffett  said.  "I  feel  like  I  know  tke  Lord  so 
muck  more  tkan  I  did  wken  I  first  started,  an  d  r  m  more 
aeiignteci  now  to  ke  H  is  servant  tkan  ever.  " 

Moffett  d  escriked  ker  years  at  Soutkeastern  as  a  time  of 
intense  personal  growtk. 

"I  was  a  very  immature  Ckristian  wken  I  came  to  seminary," 
ske  said,  "immature  personally  and  in  tke  ministry.  Biklical 
study  and  ckurck  ministry  study  kelped  me  a  lot  to  tkink  akout 
tke  ministry  of  tke  ckurck  and  tke  importance  of  ckurck 
memkerskip,  and  tkere's  a  lot  of  application  of  tkose  principles 
to  my  life.  I  feel  like  a  lot  of  professors  kave  ckallenged  me  to 
grow  personally,  and  tke  kar  kas  always  keen  kigker  tkan  wkere 
I'm  living.  So  I  leave  kere  needing  Jesus  a  lot  more  tkan  wken  I 
came.  " 

Moffett  s  family  agrees  tkat  tkey  can  see  a  ckange  in  ker 
since  ske's  keen  at  Soutkeastern,  one  tkat  kas  affected  not  only 
ker  kut  tke  entire  family. 

"To  look  kack  over  tke  years  tkat  ske's  keen  a  student, 
paralleling  ker  finisking  ker  degree  kas  keen  ker  growing 
spiritually  and  maturing  personally,'  Moffett's  kuskand,  Joel, 
said.  "Tk  ere's  a  connection  witk  learning  liow  to  walk  ketter 
witk  tke  Lord  and  keing  a  person  tkat'  s  more  comp  lete,  a  more 
mature  person.  Seminary  kas  keen  a  good  tking  for  ker  and  for 
us  m  tkat  way. 

Moffett's  ckildren  say  tkat  tkey  kave  kenefited  as  well  from 
tke  tkings  ske  kas  learned  during  ker  time  in  seminary. 

"I've  seen  ker  just  really  ke  akle  to  kring  kome  wkat  ske's 
learned  kere  and  impress  it  on  us,'  '  All  ison,  17,  said. 

"I  could  tkink  of  tkousands  of  times  wken  ske  came  kome," 
forteen  year-old  Luke  added,  "and  ske  would  say,  'I  learne  d  tkis 
today.  I  saw  tkis  today.  I  was  reading  my  Bikle  and  tkis  is  wkat 
tke  professor's  keen  talking  akout.'  It's  amazing  kow  muck  you 
can  learn  ky  listening  to  someone  wko  s  learning  tkemselves, 
and  ske  really  kelped  us  like  tkat.  " 

Tke  idea  tkat  a  day  would  come  wken  tkeir  motker  would  no 
longer  ke  a  student  like  tkem  still  seems  kard  to  kelieve  for 
Moffett's  ckildren. 

"Witk  kow  long  ske's  worked  for  it  —  and  I  was  only  tkere  to 
see  kalf  of  it  -  it'  s  kind  of  amazing  to  tkink  tkat  ske  s  finally 
done,"  Luke  said.  "But  ske's  got  so  many  more  opportunities 
now,  and  it's  really  exciting  to  see  tkat." 

So  wkat's  next  for  tke  new  seminary  graduate? 

"I'd  ketter  leave  tkat  up  to  tke  Lord,"  Moffett  simply  said 
witk  a  smile,  adding  tkat  ske  would  love  to  continue  to  write 
Ck  ristian  literature,  a  ministry  tkat  ske  now  kas  in  addition  to 
discipling  several  girls. 

Altkougk  ker  future  plans  in  ministry  may  still  ke  uncertain, 
Moffett  is  sure  of  one  tking  tkat  ske  learned  from  ker  time  at 
Soutkeastern,  a  piece  of  advice  tkat  ske  passes  on  to  otk  er 
graduates  and  anyone  ske  kas  a  ckance  to  tell. 

"I  tkink  learning  to  walk  witk  God  is  more  important  tkan 
ackieving  a  degree,  '  Moffett  said.  "Work  kard  in  tke  process. 
Don't  focus  on  tke  end  or  oktaining  a  piece  of  paper.  Learn  to 
glori  fy  tke  God  tk  at  kas  keen  providing  you  tkis  study  and  don  t 
focus  on  yourse  If.  And  if  you  kave  never  experienc  ed  tke 
journey  cif  faitli  in  Ckrist,  you  are  missing  tke  very  kest  part  of 
life."
